If. fa. Police Escort Band 
O f Gypsies to Oh io Line 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (A P ) — West Virginia state police 
provided an unusual escort service Sunday afternoon. 
The troopers w eren’t in a cerem onial parade or escorting a 
visiting dignitary. Instead, they w ere leading a band of five 
carloads of "gyp sies” to the Ohio state line, where troopers 
then left the unwelcom ed Mountain State visitors. 
The band of gypsies, m ost of whom seem unable to talk E ng­ 
lish, cam e into West Virginia several w eeks ago and created 
havoc in a number of superm arkets and local general stores 
throughout the southern part of the state. 
Several store owners said that the foreign-speaking visitors 
entered their stores, asking questions, and generally confusing 
store help. Once the visitors left, store owners said m er­ 
chandise was generally m issing. » 
Two weeks ago, the owner of a late-hours superette in Ka­ 
nawha County said that $5,000 w as m issing from his store’s of­ 
fice when the group left his establishm ent. 
Several store owners said that som e of the so-called gypsies 
relied on confusion to divert the attention of store clerks, while 
other m em bers of the gypsy pack were leaving the store 
without paying for food or m erchandise. 
After num erous reported incidents of gypsy “invasions” into 
stores and sm all towns, state police decided Sunday to end the 
visitors’ West Virginia stay. 
The escort started in Clay County, where the gvpsies w ere 
currently residing, then cam e to M ontgom ery and went down 
to U.S. 60 to Charleston. From there, the escort proceeded onto 
Interstate 77 and the Ohio state line. W est Virginia authorities 
notified their Ohio counterparts of the gypsy band’s scheduled 
arrival. 
Troopers said that there were no arrests m ade because of 
the difficulty of getting signed warrants. Officers reported that 
when the group left a store, the type of m erchandise usually 
m issing, like cakes and pies, is alm ost im possible to locate and 
identify.

SAN DIEGO ( AP) — Dr. Jonas Salk says it’s im perative that 
Am ericans be vaccinated — without delay — against a pre­ 
dicted outbreak of a deadly influenza strain expected next 
autumn. 
“ If you were to wait until Septem ber and wait for early 
signs, then it would be too la te,” said the fam ed m edical re­ 
searcher. 
Salk, developer of the first polio faccine and founder of the 
Salk Institute for Biological Studies here, supported President 
Ford’s plan to inoculate the entire U.S. population against 
swine flu, an outbreak of which w as recently reported in New 
Jersey. The strain is apparently sim ilar to one which killed 
548,000 people in the United States and m illions around the 
world in 1918-19, researchers said.

their own pockets. 
The reform law, however, is 
already a bust-—even before the 
first Senate and House races 


under the new pure rules have

political committee can give 
more than $5,000 to any one 
candidate.

Chinese Puzzle 


Perpetual struggle is what Chairman Mao 
'rants, and perpetual struggle is what China 
1 >oks like it’s getting out of its current exercise 
m wallposter democracy. 
Last week there was a straw in the cyclone 
suggesting that Teng Hsiao-ping might just be 
allowed to reform his revisionist thoughts once 
again, as he did after the 
1960s' 
cultural 
revolution: some university students have said 
they will “ try to save him.” Even so, the chances 
of his coming back to power as prime minister 
remain remote. 
The first effect of his apparent removal last 
month has been to give China’s radical faction, 
f pearheaded by Mrs. Mao. an opening to avenge 
past grievances and also to reinforce certain 
radical programs which they alleged were being 
whittled away. But the long-term impact of the 
replacement of a seasoned party warhorse like 
Teng by a recently promoted provincial official, 
Hua Kuo-feng, is likely to be far more serious 
Not because it means a radical takeover. The 
•ontest for power which lies behind the war of 
vords is not yet over and China's so-called 
moderates who are allied with Teng may yet 
prove the stronger, even without him 
The real danger in eliminating a man with the 
»•evolutinary credentials, 
administrative 
ex­ 
perience and broad-based support of Teng is that 
it may well put paid to China’s prospects for a 
peaceful transition to the time when it will have 
to do w ithout larger-than-life leaders like the late 
Chou En-lai and the enfeebled Mao Tse-tung. 
With Teng out of the running, the battle bet­ 
ween radicals and moderates will be more equal. 


Chairman Mao may beable toenforce the kind of 
compromise which was implied in the People's 
Daily recently : free rein for radical propaganda 
but a 
tight curb on the kind of cultural 
revolutionary chaos which could cost China’s 
economy years of growth 
During this time Hua Kuo-feng could well grow 
into his job as head of government (though he 
still needs to be confirmed in it) and prove 
himself the man of the middle he was chosen to 
be. And someone else could be groomed for 
Mao’s job as party chief — a tamed radical, 
perhaps 
to underpin the balance. But that 
balance will 
need extraordinary ballast 
to 
survive the death of Mao Tse-tung. 


What the current vilification campaign has 
confirmed yet again is just how deep is the 
hostility between two sets of people with two sets 
of ideas about how China should be run 
In 
previous confrontations it took all Mao’s prestige 
and all Chou En-lai’s wiles to keep them from 
destroying each other 
and China in the 
process. 
A shared sense ot concern for China may help 
to keep these destructive urges in check. But the 
longer the present row goes on. the less likely 
that is Neither patriotism nor Hua Kuo-feng 
looks strong enough now to spare China a tur­ 
bulent time after Mao

SAN FRANCISCO - (N EA ) 
— Don Thackrey knew it wasn’t 
going to be an ordinary story to 
cover when he showed up the 
first day of the pretrial hear­ 
ings at his usual beat in the 
Federal Building. 
This was in San Francisco, on 
Golden Gate Avenue, and P a ­ 
tricia Campbell Hearst was ar­ 
raigned for helping rob a bank 
Thackrey is the federal beat 
reporter for United Press 
International, a squat man with 
a thick mane of graying hair 
and a full beard and a trace of 
his native Camden, Ark , still in 
his speech. 
Judge O liver C arter had 
moved the incipient trial of 
Patty Hearst, which was al­ 
ready 
becoming 
a 
cause 
celebre to rank with the Lind­ 
bergh case, from his normal 
chambers to the Ceremonial 
Court Room, which had 28 more 
seats. 
On 
this 
first 
morning, 
Thackrey was confronted by a 
couple hundred jostling, shov­ 
ing, clamoring members of the 
media, all trying to get into the 
courtroom. 
Knowing the territory, 
he 
turned around, hustled down a 
familiar corridor and in the 
back door 
to 
the judge’s 
chambers behind the court­ 
room. 
“ 1 could see the glares,” 
recalls Don, “ when I came out 
to the court room through his 
chambers. I wasn’t going to do 
that every day, so I talked to 
the judge. Next thing, I was in 
charge of arranging the press 
seating for the whole trial ” 
A month later, as the ordeal 
of Patty Hearst was winding 
down to it£ decisive stages, 
Thackrey said he felt like “ a 
den mother for a kindergar­ 
ten ” 
And yet, generally speaking, 
the 
press 
coverage 
of 
the 
Hearst trial proceedings was 
controlled 
and 
orderly 
and 
quite professional, without the 
raucous mob scenes, the rude­ 
ness. the strident behavior that 
has been portrayed in other 
notorious trials. Vivid is the 
insistent intrusion of the press 
in a recent television drama­ 
tization of the trial of Bruno 
Hauptmann for the 
kidnap- 
murder of Charles Lindbergh 
Jr. 
It wasn’t like that around the 
Hearst case, with one exception 
— when, during a recess for 
Washington’s birthday, the 
defendant, the jury, the judge 
and assorted attorneys were 
taken on a tour of the two places 
in 
the San Francisco area 
where Patty had been held cap­ 
tive. Hordes of spectators — 
and reporters — were allowed 
to swirl around the principals, 
and the transport between loca­ 
tions became a 
drag 
race, 
finally prompting an editorial 
m the San Francisco Examiner, 
which had carefully refrained 
from comment, about “ the un­ 
necessary series of mob scenes 
and dangers." 
But in the courtroom of U.S. 
District Judge Oliver Carter, 
there was decorum. 
Mainly 
because the judge, recognizing 
that “ this is the most fully 
covered case to date in this 
country that 1 know of,” put the 
press in an allied rather than 
adversarial role 
“ He bent over backwards to 
give us everything we want,” 
notes Thackrey, who was in 
charge 
of 
seating 
arrange 
ments. No bona fide media rep 
resentatives were shut out. 


Bv M U R R A Y O L D E R M A N 
Altogether, 
65 seats 
were 
reserved daily for various news 
organizations. Another 50 were 
set aside for other media people 
who had only to show a creden­ 
tial identifying that person as a 
member of the press. 
The totai of 115 press seats 
exceeded the demand Except 
for the first two full days that 
Patty Hearst was in the witness 
box, there was no real crush to 
get in. The media attendance 
daily averaged 90 until Patty 
Hearst got in the witness box. 
Court was in session at 10 
a.m.. and you showed up on 
most days at 9:30, if you didn’t 
have 
a 
reserved 
seat. 
A 
security man checked your per­ 
sonal possessions; you went 
through a makeshift electronic 
surveillance and on into the 
courtroom. 
The real scenes for “ Front 
Page” updated were enacted in 


a makeshift press room on the 
seventh floor — Room 7433 - 
which was called fondly “ The 
Jungle." A maze of electronic 
gear and wires cluttered the 
space. This was where F Lee 
Bailey, the flamboyant defense 
lawyer, held his well-orches 
trated 
press 
conferences. 
(Prosecutor Jam es Browning 
avoided the media except for 
informal chats outside the court 
room.) 
The hardest working people 
in the court room, were the 
covey of sketch artists, among 
them Howard Brodie of CBS 
and Bill Lignante of ABC, who 
provided their pencilled 
im­ 
pressions of the trial setting 
and its leading characters in 
lieu of the cameras that were 
banned. 
They alw ays 
had 
someone or something to draw 


Put 
100 or more active 


newsmen in one area where 
they’re scrambling for read­ 
able copy, and they’ll jump at 
any lead They were summoned 
to meet Steven Weed, the erst­ 
while boy friend of Miss Hearst, 
one morning at 8:30 in the Mark 
Hopkins atop Nob Hill. In the 
suite at that hour, he was sur­ 
rounded by 30 writers and in 
front of him on a table were 10 
microphones 
and 
13 
tape 
recorders, with six television 
cameras also recording the 
scene. 
This was the same morning 
Weed was expected to be the 
defense's 
first 
witness, 
but 
Bailey, indignant at the press 
conference, cancelled Weed’s 
court appearance. Pa tricia 
Campbell Hearst went on in­ 
stead 
She was really the center­ 
piece at all times anyhow for 
the media and anyone else in­ 
terested in the trial.

BUENOS A IR ES, A rgentina 
<AP) — G unm en assassin ated 
the chief of operations of the 
A rgentine federal police today 
ju st hours before a cerem ony 
scheduled for Gen. Jo rg e Vi* 
dela to assu m e the presidency. 


T he slaying w as the first a s ­ 
sassin atio n of a high official 
since the a rm ed forces over­ 
threw P re sid en t Isabel in a 
bloodless coup early W ednesay. 


P olice sources said Chiet In­ 
spector G uillerm o P avon w as 
shot dead from a passing ve­ 
hicle a s he left hom e in his own 
c a r, an d his chauffeur 
w as 
wounded. T he sources said they 
presum ed the killers to be left­ 
ist gu errillas. 


P olitical violence by the right 
and left has killed m ore than 
200 A rgentines this y ear, and 
controlling terro rism and su b ­ 
version has been announced as 
a m ajor purpose of the new 
m ilitary’ regim e. 


In addition to Videla, a Key 
m em ber of the regim e is Jo se 
M artinez de Hoz, president of 
the giant A cindar steel m ill, 
who has been nam ed econom y 
m inister.

Oswald: ” Glad you asked 
Mike' Vanderbilt did invent 
contract and was one of the 
great bridge players of the 
New License Plates 
Go on Sale Thursday 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
two-month registration process 
for Ohio's nearly 8 million mo­ 
tor vehicles begins April 1 with 
officials fearing most owners 
will wait until deadlines ap­ 
proach to buy new license 
plates. 
Like last year, passenger car 
owners will have 30 days to pay 
a visir-40 one of the 750 deputy 
registration agencies around 
the state. Most of the registra­ 
tion points are retail outlets, 
according to spokesman Dennis 
Whelan of the state Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles. 
The state is requiring half of 
the state's owners of passenger 
cars to register in April (those 
with last names starting A 
through K), and the rest (L-Z> 
in May. 
Commercial truck and trailer 
plates have been on sale for 
nearly a month, and owners of 
other trucks, motorcycles, 
farm vehicles and mobile 
homes can register anytime 
between April 1 and May 31. 
However, they are reminded to 
register their passenger cars in 
the prescribed period ac­ 
cording to last name of owner 
Cost of the red-on-white 
plates is basically $11 for pas­ 
senger cars, and variable for 
other vehicles depending on 
weight. 


Unlike last year, the state’s 
law enforcement agencies have 
announced they will not be 
lenient with those who fail to 
register their vehicles before 
the deadline that applies to 
them. A maximum fine of $25 
has been set by law for driving 
a vehicle with an expired regis­ 
tration. 
‘‘We put in the staggered sys­ 
tem of passenger car registra­ 
tion last year, and everyone 
waited until the last minute,” 
said Whelan Most people es­ 
caped hassles for being late, he 
explained, because law en­ 
forcement agencies did not 
stringently 
enforce 
the 
deadlines 
‘‘But this year the deadlines 
will be enforced There won’t be 
a grace period for motorists,” 
he cautioned 
The plates on sale beginning 
April 1 will not have the “Seat 
Belts Fastened?” slogan to 
make room for the adhesive 
tags which motorists will be 
able to purchase in coming 
years to update their vehicle 
registration 
Although the plates are ex­ 


pected to last three or four 
years, they may be used even 
longer, at least as long as space 
for adhesive 
tags 
remains, 
Whelan said. 
Nearly 16 million of the metal 
plates rolled off the presses this 
year at the Lebanon Correc­ 
tional Institution.

W hat Indiana does best is 
blast inside for field goals with 
6-foot 11 center Kent Benson 
serving as the stick of dyna­ 
mite. What Michigan does best 
is run and shoot behind Rickey 
G reen with one of the qu ckest 
team s in the country. 
‘‘I think Michigan is the best 
team w e’ve played this y ear,” 
said Knight. ‘‘Their quickness 


is really going to be a problem 
for us. Michigan plays well to­ 
gether and works very hard at 
both ends of the court. You 
can’t exploit them like you can 
other teams because they have 
no weak areas to exploit.” 
The Wolverines used their 
blazing speed to beat Rutgers 
86-70 in the semifinals. The 
H oosiers used their inside 
muscle to overpower UCLA 65- 
51 and improve their season’s 
record to a gaudy 31-0.

DEAR DR. LAMB - Please 
help me with a m edical 
problem we are having with a 
close relative. She is in her 
mid 50s and she has been on a 
hormone medication for three 
to four years. She began hav­ 
ing abnormal bleeding from 
the uterus. 
She consulted her family 
doctor who sent her to a 
gynecologist. He advised her 
to have a D and C (dilatation 
and curettage) which she did. 
The pathologist report came 
b a c k

aty p ica '1 
adenomatous hyperplasia.” 
The gynecologist did not say 
that this abnormal tissue in 
the uterus was a cancer, but 
he did say it could become 
malignant. He left it up to her 
to decide whether or not she 
should have a hysterectomy. 
He hesitated because she had 
a heart attack three years ago 
and has occasional spells of 
angina VV^at is your opinion? 
Her cardiologist thinks she 
can take the major surgery 
and anesthesia. 
DEAR READER - The 
f e m a le 
h o rm o n e s 
in 
medicines given to women 
a fte r the m enopause do 
stimulate the growth of the 
lining of the uterus (womb). 
T h is 
is 
b e c a u s e su c h 
p re p a ra tio n s co n tain e s­ 
trogen. During the normal 
menstrual cycle the natural 
female estrogen hormones 
stimulate the uterus to have 
an overgrowth of cells or 
h y p erp lasia. 
Then 
when 
menstruation comes they are 
shed. It is not surprising then 
that the overgrowth of cells 
was observed when a tissue 
specimen was taken from the 
lining of the uterus. The 
gynecologist is not upset 
because he realizes this, and 
he knows that increased cell 
growth occurs in response to 
such medicines. 
Recent reports indicate that 
women who are taking female 
h o r m o n e s 
a f t e r 
t he 
menopause are four to 15 


times more likely to develop 
cancer of the uterus. In the 
past many gynecologists have 
felt the one major danger 


from taking female hormones 
after the menopause was the 
possibility that the artificially 
stimulated growth of the lin­ 
ing of the uterus could lead to 
cancer. 
One possible solution is to 
interrupt the hormones once a 
month and induce artificial 
bleeding 
by 
giving 
the 
other 
female 
hormone, 
progesterone. Answers to 
t h e s e and m a n y o t h e r 
questions surrounding this 
problem have not yet been 
answered. 
The terms in the diagnosis 
that you include in your letter 
mean that the cells were not 
cancerous, but they were 
a t y p i c a l , me ani ng they 
weren’t quite normal either. 
If she wishes to continue tak­ 
ing female hormones and her 
cardiologist feels that she can 
undergo the surgery it might 
be advisable for her to elect to 
h a v e a h y s t e r e c t o m y , 
otherwise it might be a good 
idea if she were put on a se­ 
quential type program which 
induced artificial shedding of 
the excess cell growth once a 
month. 
There is literally no way to 
predict which patients will do 
well during surgery except to 
say that those who have had a 
recent heart attack or are in 
heart failure do poorly. 
Surgery within three to six 
months after a heart attack 
does increase the risk. The 
fact that your relative had the 
heart attack three years ago 
should mean that she is out of 
this group, and if her condi­ 
tion is as her cardiologist ap­ 
parently thinks, she should be 
able to undergo the surgery 
without difficulty from her 
heart.

DEAR POLLY — After many years of doing laundry, 
I still have a problem with removing stains from white 
socks without wearing myself out with rubbing. I have 
never found a satisfactory solution for these stubborn 
stains caused by men who insist on wearing white socks

DEAR VELMA — If the heavy socks are worn with 
work shoes, they are doubtless heavy cotton ones, so I 
do not see why the stains cannot be removed with bleach 
or one of those spray on products for spots and stains. 
My boys wore such socks for sports, and even though the 
stained sections were not always perfectly white after 
using bleach, they were at least so pale that one knew 
they were clean. I had no complaints. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My solution for removing grease, blood or 
any hard to remove stains from clothes is to put the article in 
warm water with a cup of vinegar Let soak a few hours or 
overnight, and then wash as usual with detergent. This has 
saved me money since 1 have washed out stains so bad I 
thought the clothes would have to be thrown away. — MRS.

Ohio House, Senate 
Unload Backed-up 
Bills on Each Other 


COLUMBAJS, Ohio (AP) — 
The House and Senate will be­ 
gin unloading their own backed 
up bills on each other this week 
in a traditional process that 
leads to legislative adjourn­ 
ment—in this case targeted for 
April 29 
House Speaker Vernal G. 
Hiffe Jr., D-89New Boston, said 
the lower chamber will vote in 
floor sessions Tuesday through 
Thursday mastly on measures 
that originated in that cham­ 
ber. 
“ We want to move the House 
bills that will have a chance for 
consideration 'in the Senate," 
said the speaker, adding that he 
feels allowing about a month 
for that purpose is reasonable. 
Presently, there are 52 House 
measures already recommend­ 
ed by standing committees and 
awaiting assignment to floor 
votes. Fifteen Senate measures 
are ready for House floor ac­ 
tion. 
Across the Statehouse, the 
Senate Rules Committee has 37 
Senate-originated measures 
along with 42 House bills. The 
backlog of House bills in the 
Senate is attributable in part to 
a policy of limiting floor ses­ 
sions there to three or four bills 
a day. Recently the House had a 
dozen measures up for a vote. 
All three bills up for consid­ 
eration tonight in the Senate 
originated in the upper cham­ 
ber. Four of five bills slated for 
action Tuesday in the lower 
chamber arp Hnu«;p hills; Lead­ 


ers are expected to continue the 
tradeoffs for the next week or 
two, so that in the final days, 
priorities will be narrowed to 
proposals which have 
been 
approved by at least one house. 
The House is expected to deal 
this week with major issues 
which came over from the Sen­ 
ate and ran into trouble be­ 
cause of Senate changes. One of 
the measures originated in the 
House. 
Rep Don S. Maddux, D-90 
I^ancaster, said he will ask the 
House Tuesday to reconsider its 
refusal to go along with amend­ 
ments to his bill eliminating the 
bed sheet ballot in Ohio in fime 
to apply to this year's June 8 
primary. 
Unless differences can be 
worked out by April 9 the 
deadline for ballot certifica­ 
tion 
Ohioans probably will 
have to use long paper ballots 
which stalled tabulation of 
votes in past elections. 
Wednesday, the House is ex­ 
pected to vote on a Senate 
measure revising Ohio’s utility 
rate-making formula. Sen. J. 
Timothy McCormack, D-31 Eu­ 
clid, the chief sponsor, already 
has protested House committee 
amendments to the bill. He said 
he will ask the Senate to reject 
the bill unless the amendments 
are stricken during floor delib­ 
erations. 
It appears that McCormack’s 
bill will wind up in a Senate- 
House conference committee.

Victim’s Firm

CARACAS, Venezuela (AID 
— Owens-Illinois glass com­ 
pany officials say they hope to 
respond soon to a communique 
from kidnapers of Toledoan 
William F. Niehous, the firm’s 
Venezuelan manager. 
The five-page document de­ 
livered Saturday, was accom­ 
panied by a photograph of the 
44-year-old Niehous and out 
lined three conditions for his 
release 
“ But there are certain things 
in the document over which we 
have no control," a company 
spokesman said. “ We hope to 
work out a response soon." 
Police, who believe the ab­ 
ductors are members of a small 
ultra-leftist guerrilla group, 
refused 
comment 
on 
the 
photograph and the new com­ 
munique. Both were published 
Sunday in all Caracas news­ 
papers. 
The 
photograph 
accom­

communique 
showed Niehous, who was kid­ 
naped by seven gunmen Feb. 
27, standing between two hood­ 
ed men armed with subma­ 
chine guns The communique 
was signed by the "Revolution­ 
ary Command Group, Oper­ 
ation Argimiro Gabaldon.” Ga- 
baldon was a guerrilla leader 
killed in the mid 1960s. 
The communique demanded 
that Owens-Illinois guarantee 
that a 3,oon-word document is­ 
sued by the kidnapers Feb.28 be 
published in The New York 
Times, the Times of London, 
the French newspaper Le 
Monde and in three Caracas 
newspapers as well as being 
read in a special half-hour pro­ 
gram on a Caracas radio sta­ 
tion.

The kidnapers said that the

They have accused Niehous

Ronald Reagan, faced with 
the refusal of the three major 
television networks to Sell him 
air time, says they should grant 
his request ‘in the interest of 
fairness and justice as well as 
the peoples’ right to know.” 
Reagan said that by refusing 
to sell him time, ABC, CBS and 
NBC are denying him equal ac­ 
cess to the people, because “the 
other contender” — President 
Ford —can usually get network 
time whenever he requests it 
for an address that isn't con­ 
sidered purely political. 
Meanwhile, as the final full 
week of campaigning before the 
April 6 presidential primaries 
in Wisconsin and New York was 
launched, 
A labam a 
Gov. 
George Wallace said that if he 
doesn't win 
the Democratic 
p residential nom ination this 
time he probably will retire 
from politics after serving out 
his term as governor. 
Wallace, who ran second to 
Sen. George McGovern in Wis­ 
consin’s 
1972 primary, 
said 
Sunday on NBC’s “ Meet the 
P ress” that he intends to con­ 
tinue his campaign for the 
presidency until the Democrat­ 
ic National Convention in July, 
despite defeats by Democratic 
frontrunner Jim my Carter in 
three consecutive primaries 
Florida, Illinois and North 
Carolina. 
The hustings were relatively 
quiet on Sunday as Ford, Rea­ 
gan and Democrat Jim m y Car­ 
ter all took the day off. 
Following his North Carolina 
victory over Ford, Reagan de­ 
cided to change his tactics. He 
appears on the ballot in only 
one of three prim aries to be 
held next month, so he decided 
to desert the stum p in favor of 
network television, the medium 
he knows and uses best. 
Reagan canceled a full slate 
of appearances this week in 
V irginia, 
W isconsin 
and 
Indiana to prepare a half-hour, 
nationwide 
television 
speech 
expected to cost up to $100,(MX). 
But all three m ajor networks 
turned him down on the basis 
that there was not enough time 
to make schedule changes. 
He sent a telegram Saturday 
repeating the request. It was 
m ade public Sunday. A CBS 
spokesm an said the network 


had received the telegram , but 
he had no comment. NBC also 
said ¡t had received the tele­ 
gram and was examining the 
request. Officials at ABU could 
not be reached for comment. 
Meanwhile, “ the other con­ 
tender” spent a relaxed Sunday 
at the White House after cam ­ 
paigning Friday and Saturday 
in California, Reagan’s home 
state, and stopping in Wiscon­ 
sin on the way hack to Wash 
ington. The President expects 
to resum e cam paigning Friday 
with a second visit to Wiscon­ 
sin. 
In other political develop­ 
ments : 
Melvin Laird, the form er 
Defense secretary and a Ford 
supporter, said Vice President 
Nelson A 
Rockefeller cannot 
be ruled out as a possible run­ 
ning m ate for Ford, if the P res­ 
ident wins the nomination. 
“ I do not believe Gov. Rea­ 
gan would add to a Ford tick­ 
e t,” Laird said. 
G arter’s New York State 
cam paign chairm an, William 
vanden Heuvel. said Sunday he 
will file a “ landm ark law suit’’ 
in federal court this week to 
challenge the results of the 
state’s April 6 prim ary in 10 
congressional districts where 
he said “ technicalities” may 
invalidate votes.
